The first good news comes from Newton 
Drury, Director of the National Park Ser- 
vice: the nightly programs at Canp 1) in 
Yosemite National: Park are being shown to 
at least 800 through tempcrary construc- 
tion in the amphitheatre. Permanent re- 
construction will increase the total 
audience accomodation to 1500 during the 
1951 fiscal year, Popular protest over 
the abandonment did much to secure vhis 
tempnrary action, 

Mere encouraging news comes in the -form 
of Senate Bill 309 which irons out a lot 
of the troubles incident to merging the 
Teton Nationa}: rk and the Jackson Hole 
Nation Monument inte one area to be 
calbid the Wyoming Jackson Hole National 
Park, Most conservationists wh? have 
expressed themselves, including the Di- 
rectors of the Sierra Club,generally re- 
gard this bill with approval, although 


certain amendments are felt te be in order, 


It is hoped, for instance, that a name 
more closely related to the Tetons will 
be chosen. The matter of contrelling an 
excess of elk through hunting is alsp~ 
debatable, 

The bill is the first one since the 
Jackson Hole Natimai Monument was created 
which reflects an aonest effort tn com 
promise pro and con views concerning 
boundaries. A field trip made there by 
the writer revealed that the new bounda- 
ries are just about right t» preserve the 
finest scenic ad geological features of 
the Teton Range and the Snake River fore- 
ground.

Week end Trip tn the Monterey Peninsula 
On June 3 an an NSS group spent a 
delightful week end'on the Monterey 
Peninsula, -Four drove down Friday eve~ ° 
ning and the others appeared miracu- 
lously just as the lunch bell at Asil- 
omar sounded on Saturday, After lunch 
we drove around 17-mile Drive, stopping’ 
frequently to look:at the flowers, Mon- 
terey cypresses, sea lions, and cormo- 
rants. At the south edge of Carmel 
we walked several blocks past gardens 
and then out onto Carmel River Beach, 
There we basked, admiring the deep 
blue of the sunlit ocean and the sweep~ 
ing view of sea, mountains and lagoon,. 
A group ef pelicans, which earlier had 
been resting in the lagnor, sailed over 
our heads, We all agreed that the 
beach and lagoon must be saved, In the 
evening some of us contributed $5 
toward its purchase and attended the 
Point Lobos League raffle. Margarette 
Richardsonwm a fine sepia photograph. 
Cn Sunday morning the early risers 
visited the tide pools before break~ 
fast.
